Ham Norris Pollard, 26-year-old 
former mental patient, was held 
in jail today pending removal to 
St. Loui.s where he is wanted on 
a charg e of murdering 
a 
two- 
year-old boy last week. 
The FBI said Pollard, 
seized 
yesterday in Red Cross headq uar­ 
ters. had orallv admitted fatally 
beating the boy and stuffing his 
body in a draw er in the Ameri­ 
can hotel in St. Louis. The child’s 
battered body was found last Sat­ 
urday, three days after Pollard 
had checked out of the hotel. 
The boy was Joseph Nichols. Jr., 
son of a friend of Pollard’s. They 
had met when both were patients 
in a veterans hospital in Chilli- 
cothe. O. 
Pollard was arraig ned before 
U. 
S. 
Commissioner 
Edwin 
K. 
Walker shortly after his seizure 
on a federal charg e of unlawful 
flig ht to avoid prosecution for 
murder. 
Pleads Guilty 
“Guilty. Sir, and I’ll waive ex­ 
tradition,” Pollard said. The case, 
however, was continued to Dec. 3 
pending receipt of a copy of the 
orig inal w arrant. His bond was 
set at $ 10,000. 
A coroner’s jury in St. Louis on 
Monday decided that the Nich­ 
ols baby died of internal hemor­ 
rhag e caused by a sex attack by 
Pollard. Georg e B. McSwain, Chi­ 
cag o FBI chief, said Pollard in 
orally admitting fatally 
beating 
the child, made no mention of a 
sex attack. 
McSwain said Pollard told this 
.storv: He had g one to the Nich­ 
ols’ home in Hunting ton, W. Va„ 
and volunteered to care for the 
bov so Nichols’ wife, Betty, could 
visit her husband in Chillicothe 
on Armistice Day. He told Mrs. 
Nichols he would take the boy to 
his parents’ home in Cincinnati. 
Hitch-hiked With Child 
' However, Pollard took the child 
on a hitch-hiking trip to several 
cities and arrived at St. 
Louis 
;Nov. 16.

! American hotel. He said he slap­ 
ped the baby to slop him from 
crying but when

The three big labor grou ps in 
the past week, in one way or an­ 
other, have come ou t for killing 
the Taft-Hartley law. 
They've 
said they wanted that ever since 
it was passed more than a year 
ago. 
John L. Lewis, head of the coal 
miners, and Phillip Mu rray, head 
of the CIO, had a few things to sav 
in interviews pu blished by the 
S. News and World Report, a 
weekly news magazine. 
Dewis said he not only wants 
the Taft-Hartley Act wiped ou t 
bu t wants nothing in its place. 
“I think,” he said, “if we want 
to preserve 
free 
enterprise 
we 
mu st preserve a free labor move­ 
ment.” 
Bu t that, of cou rse, rai.se.s the 
Qu estion of how free can free en­ 
terprise be m a nation like this 
where all the part 
depend u pon 
all the other parts. 
An Ex a mple 
For example: Shou ld the rail­ 
road workers or coal rrimers be 
permitted to go on 
a strike which, 
if drawn ou t, might shu t down in­ 
du stry or starve the cou ntry and 
drive it into chaos? 
If that happened and riots and 
revolt started, the resu lt might be 
an overthrow of the government 
or drastic cu rbs on labor and man­ 
agement. 
Then a lot of other 
people might lose the free enter­ 
prise which Lewis cherishes. 
Mu rray wants the Taft-Hartlev 
law knocked ou t and the Wagner 
Act pu t in its place. 
Bu t 
when 
asked if he things there shou ld 
be a law to prevent big strikes, by 
inju nction or otherwise, he said: 
‘‘Labor and management both 
have enou gh common sense and 
wisdom to settle their differences 
withou t compu lsion becau se su ch 
compu lsion wou ld lead to total­ 
itarianism.” 
Public Welfa re Pa ra mo unt 
At the close of its convention in 
Cincinnati Monday, the AFL pass­ 
ed a resolu tion which said “The 
pu blic welfare as well as that of 
management and labor is para­ 
mou nt X X X . The e c o no m i c 
health, safety and welfare of the 
nation mu st not again be placed in 
jeopardy by the irresponsible ac­ 
tion of anyone.” 
That might indicate the AFL 
wou ld go along on some machin­ 
ery to stop big strikes. Bu t it 
didn’t sa,y so directly. 
Some labor leaders have hinted 
it might be a good idea to have 
machinery which, althou gh 
not 
stopping big ¿trikes 
altogether, 
might (lelay them.

German police to seize complete 
control of the entire country , 
Fischer also informed his col­ 
leagues that the Russians had in­ 
structed him to build the German 
police force up to 400,000 men.

craft, leads to something more 
than a reasonable doubt of our 
abilities to carry out such a pro­ 
gram.

Radford then gav^e the Nav’v’.«;

for carry ing vv^ar to the

capabilities of today and tomor­ 
row. 
Its mobile carriers attack 
the points of origin of enemy 
long range bombers: those same 
lircraft can strike enemy .« sub­ 
marine pens, bu’lding y ards and 
ope’*ating bases.” 
“There is nothing small about 
a fast carrier task groun,” Rad­ 
ford declared. 
“It is diHioult to 
visualize,

to imagine the 
size of such a group.”

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — A

Orlando Plan, as it is called, is 
being hailed by the gov ernment's

all started when i Negro em­ 
ploy e of J ohn R. Graham, and Or­ 
lando tile contractor, asked to 
hav e a few dollars held out of his 
salary each week for a down-pay - 
men.t on the purchase of a house 
The Negro’s 
name is 
Eugene 
Guiny ard, He told Graham: 
“ I want a house that’s a decent 
place to liv e in, so I can liv e 
right, and haVe something to liv e 
for.” 
When $200 had accumulated 
from 
Guiny ard’s 
pay , 
Graham 
tried to 
buy 
a house for his 
employ e in the Negro section of 
town. It was no go. 
It was all 
rental property , not for sale. Gra­ 
ham nex t tried to find a lot on 
which to build Guiny ard a house, 
but that was impossible, too. 
Graham then went to the may or 
and other civ ic leaders. The may ­ 
or appointed a special commitee 
with Graham as chairman to look 
into the matter. Their first efforts 
failed miserably . 
It seemed that 
ev ery body in Orlando agreed thaa 
something should be done, but 
ev e^body in Orlando agreed tha 
Finally , they hit upon a plan 
that worked. 
They asked white 
citizens to become members of 
non-profit corporation to start 
colored housing project. 
In four 
day s $5 5 ,000 was pledged to sup­ 
port it. 
With the help of a group of the 
city ’s prominent Negroes, a plo 
of ground v ery close to the city 
was found which was for sale, 
fit into the ideas of all parties 
aid was large enough to ev en­ 
tually care for the entire colored 
population of Orlando.

1. Get the “ feel” of the road 
before y ou start out—y ou can do 
this by try ing y our brakes while 
driv ing slowdy and

2. Adjust y our speed to road 
and 
weather 
conditions. 
Slow 
down on wet, snowy and icy roads 
so y ou can stop when y ou hav e to. 
3. Use tire chains on ice and 
snow. 
They cut down braking 
distances as much as 40 or 5 0 per 
cent. 
Chains are not a cure-all 
or winter accidents, but they will 
lelp the careful driv er. 
4. Keep 
y our 
windshied and 
windows clear of snow and ice, 
bg and frost. Be sure y our head- 
ights, windshield wipers and de­ 
frosters are In good working or­ 
der. 
You hav e to see danger to 
av oid it! 
5 . When y ou hav e to stop, pump 
y our brakes up and down—jam- 
ning them on may lock them and 
throw y our v ehicle into a skid. 
6. Follow other v ehicles at a 
safe distance—remember that it 
takes from three to twelv e times 
as long to stop on snow and ice 
as it does on dry concrete.

tract. Many more than 5 0 jumped 
at the chance immediately . 
The Orlando Utilities Commis­ 
sion agreed to install water and 
light sy stems without immediate 
charge. 
The price paid later for 
the lots would cov er these im­ 
prov ements. The corporation also 
pav ed streets and sidewalks, on 
the pay -when-sold basis. 
The city ’s 
colored population 
was delighted with the progress 
of the whole enterprise. W hile 
the houses were going up, a com­ 
mittee 
of 
prominent 
Negroes 
petitioned the city to giv e police 
and fire protection. 
The section 
was just across the city limits 
They also asked the oriv ilege of 
barring saloons, juke joints and 
other undesirable places which 
infested the city ’s other colored 
residential sections. 
Both 
of these requests 
were 
granted. The dev elopment, called 
“ Washington 
Shores,” 
was 
in­ 
cluded in the city Umits and giv en 
full municipal priv ileges. 
Today , many colored families 
are liv ing 
in thse 
houses and 
many more are under construc­ 
tion. 
The first houses cost be­ 
tween $6 000 and $7 000 
There is 
no cost limitation on the houses 
in the project. 
It will be com­ 
pleted in 10 y ears, but before 
that, gov ernment housing ex perts 
hope, the Orlando Plan will be 
taking root elsewhere.
